Sion of today’s polling in the general 
elections, the parties stood as follows: 

Unionists, 92. 

Liberals, 77. 

Laborites, 16. 

Nationalists, 13. 

Net gains for Unionists, 29. 

The government fared much better 
today than their most ardent support- 
ers expected. The unionists gained 
Rineteen seats, the liberals four and 
the laborites one, making a Net gain 
for the unionists for the day of 14—one 
less than they gained at fewer elec- 
ticns on Saturday. 

This practically assures the return of 
the liberals to power with a fair ma- 
jority, for among the places still to 
poll are those in Scotland and Wales, 
which always are solid liberal. There 
cannot be said to have been many 
surprises today., . 

John Burns Wins. 

Some expected that John Burns, pres- 
ident of the local government board, 
would be defeated in the Battersea 
division of Battersea and Clapham, but 
pessimism has been present in every 
election since Burns has been a candi- 
date, and he himself never had any 
doubt as to the result. “fs 

Burns comes back to parliament with 
fiying colors. Although in the great 
landslide of 1906 he won by 1,600 votes, 
hig normal] majorfty is about 200, and 

. -fought battle he beat 

. . Hutfoniet, “by $55. The 
vote was: 

Burns, 8,540: Benn, 7,985. 

Deféat has been predicted for “Hon- 
est” John perennially during the past 
decade, and Mr. Burns and his friends 
were considerably frightened this year. 

Threats to overthrow him have been 
louder this year than ever, and his 
defeat was generally expected, but his 
‘ngaging personality and his thorough 
canvass of the district pulled him 
througn. 

“Honest John” Too Strong. 

A Shirley Benn, who is a prominent 
county councillor, made a strong tariff 
reform campaign and received much 
vutside help, but “Honest” John, in 
his familiar jacket and bowler—for he 
still scorns the ministeria! silk hat 
and frock coat-—has been seen every- 
where renewing acquaintances with his 
oM followers. 

Since the most picturesque fighter in 
Westminster was sent to the house of 
cc mmons by the enthusiastic support ot 
the workRingmen and socialists of his 
home district as their spokesman, and 
since he has held positions of increased 
responsibility, he has gradually ourt- 
zrown his old radical ideas. John 
Burns of today is a vastly different 
politician fom the old John Burns, 
who exhorted the workingmen in Traf- 
algar square to rise against the po- 
lice. He has become one of the most 
conservative of liberals, and is even 
sald to be at heart a good tory. 

John Burns has so far outlived his 
famous dictum that no man could hon- 
estly earn more than $2,500 yearly that 
he holds a $10.000 position and is likely 
to be promoted to a $25,000 position, 
although his style of living remains as 
modest as ever. 

Burns Bitterliy Attacked. 

While he has gained the respect of 
all parties in parliament, and is con- 
sidered one of the ablest, as well as one 
of the most Mmteresting legislators, 
‘traitor’ and “renegade” are some of 
the mildest terns applied to him in the 
labor campaign. 

The excihtement in Battersea tonight 
was greater than elsewhere in London. 
Immense crowds surrounded the, candi- 
date’s quarters until a late hour await- 
ing the news. The enthusiasm at 
Burns’ headquarters was intense when 
the result was received. 

Woolwich was another scene of ex- 
citement. At this place the labor 
leader, Will Crooks, had a dramatic 
reception on his return from Australia 
on the eve of the election. Crooks 
went about the streets followed by a 
great crowd. He was cheered every- 
wlere, and frequently stopped and 
made an impromptu speech on the steps 
of the houses. One of his speeches was 
directly in front of the headquarters of 
his antagonist, Major W. A. Adams, a 
unionist, who viewed the scene from a 
window. 

Crooks Beaten. 

Crooks was beaten by 3,000 votes, 
whereas, in the previous election he de- 
feated Major Adams by 2,112. 

The result was no surprise, for the 
government had turned out many la- 
borers by reducing the work at Wool- 
wich arsenal, and they anda their 
friends were sworn to get revenge. 

Ten; thousand Durhani miners march- 
ed into Gateshead to oppose J. John- 
son, the labor candidate, for reelection. 
Johnson has been against them on the 
elght-hour act. On the way they ar- 
tacked Marsley Hill colliery, wrecking 
the offices and threw the books and 
other effects down the shaft.

U.S. Supreme Court on 
Macon Rate Complaint. 


It Is Held Judge Emory Speer 
Was Without Power to Grant 
Injunction Asked by Macon 
Grocery Company to Prevent 
Increase of Freight Rates. 


January 17.—Deter- 
mining a technical question of juris- 
diiction, the supreme court of the 
United States today dismissed the suit 
brought by the Macon Grocery Com- 
pany and other wholesale dealers in 
groceries in Georgia for an injunction 
to restrain railroads in the Southeast- 
ern Freight Association from putting 
into effect, August 1, 1908, a general 
increase in rates on fresh meats, gratin 
products, hay and packinghouse prod- 
ucts. 

The suit was filed five days before 
the increase was to go into effect. The 
railroads, including practically all in 
the association, pleaded that the suit 
was not brought in the circuit court 
district in which they were inhabtants. 
The circuit court held it did have ju- 
‘risdiction, but the circuit court of ap- 
peals held the reverse The supreme 
court affirmed the decision of the cir- 
cuit court of appeals. 


Washington, 


The Macon Grocery Company case, 
referred to in the foregoing dispatch, 
in having the decision of the lower 
court, which sustained the suspension 
of the injunction, originated before. 
Judge Emory Speer, of the southern 
district of Georgia, in 1908. 

Notice was given by the railroads in 
this territory that, effective September 
1, there would be an increase in the 
,freight rates on Classes B, C. D and F, 
commonly known as hay, grain and 
flour, from western points to the 
southeast. 

An injunction, staying off this. in- 
crease, was secured before Judge 
Speer, at Mount Airy, on July 39. 

Judge Don A. Pardee, of the United 
States court of appeals, granted a §u- 
persedeas on August 5, and that fall 
the case was argued before the Uni- 
ted States cireuit court of appeals, 
and the action of Judge Pardee was 
sustained. 

The case was then appealed to the 
Supreme court of the United States, 
and in this court, on Monday, the de- 
cision of the lower court was affirmed. 

In the meanwhile, the § interstate 
commerce commission had a hearing 
on this proposed increase, a part of 
which testimony was taken in the fed- 
eral building in this city.

SORELY NEEDED 


So Secretary MacVeagh 
Tells Gotham Bankers. 


Secretary Says That Banking, 
Like Charity, Must Begin at 
Home---MacVeagh Has Little 
to Say About the Central 
Bank.

Until we

cannot claim for a moment to have a 
domestic financial system that the 
selves can rely upon. Nor can we in- 
dulge in national or 
financial pretensions as long as 
have no banking reserve that is worthy 
of the name. By reserve, I mean, 
course, 
the special exigencies of the business 
world—a reserve that is reserved for 
ary and ali needs at any and al! times. 
Reform Is Needed. 

“We need, therefore, a reform in the 
financial system. 

“Congress, long before our adminis- 
tration came in, assigned to the mone- 
tary commission the duty of proposing 
the revision of our banking and cur- 
rency systems, but I fancy we are not 
to have any monetary report until 
after the next election. It will have 
to be relayed, in recogrition of the 


that the proper thing to be provided in 
ecngressional or legislative election 
is the ellmination of all or as many as 
possible of the live and interesting 


issues of the day.” 

Concerning the proposed’ central 
bank, Mr. MacVeagh said he thought 
“we will have to wait, at least, for-the 
report of the monetary commission be- 
fore we can finally answer that ques- 
tion.”’ 

Asn to Government Bonds. 

In conclusion, the secretary touched 
upon government bonds. He said, 
among other things: 

“We have outstanding about $730.,- 
000,000 of 2 per cent bonds, though 2 
per cent interest was and is very much 
below the measure of the government's 
credit. They are practically all in the 
natienal banks, becatise they cannot 
be anywhere else—having no invest- 
ment standing whatever. In issuing 
new bonds, I hope they shall not be 
permitted to pile themselves on top 
of this stagnant mass of 2 per cent 
bonds. The loss of $25,000,000 or $30,- 
000,000 already sustained by our na- 
tional banks through these 2 per cent 
bonds is quite enough without action 
upon our part to depress further.their 
market prices. I maintain that the 
government shovwid see to it that any 
new issue of bonds may have an op- 
portunity to go into the hands of real 
investors. And this can be done, I be- 
lieve, by issuing them under such con- 
ditions of circulation ,privileges as 
does not discriminate against the 2 
per cent bonds and at a rate of in- 
terest which measures as accurately 
as possible the credit of the govern- 
ment in the investment.market.” '

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PREPARING FOR WALSH 
AT FEDERAL PRISON 

Leavenworth, Kas., January 17. 
The officials at the federal 
prison here are preparing to re- 
celve John R. Walsh, the  for- 
mer financier and railway presi- 
dent of Chicago. 

It is said that Mr. Walsh will 
be accorded the same treatment 
given the other prisoners in the 
institution. No special priv- 
lleges will be granted him. Fol- 
lowing the usual course, Mr. 
Walsh, after his arrival, will be 
photographed In his street 
clothes, then sent to the hos- 
pital for observation. After a 
few days’ rest, he will be given 
prison garb, photographed again, 
and then assigned to some light 
work, probably clerical.

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Chicago, January 17.—A few hours 
after John R. Walsh, former presi- 
dent of the Chicago National bank, of 
Chicago, and railroad promoter, who 
was convicted of misapplication of 
the funds of the bank, had _ received 
word from Washington § todav that 
the United States supreme court had 
his petition for a writ of cer 
tiorari, he took another step to  ob- 
struct his serving five years in the 
federal prison at Leavenworth, Kas.

$1,000,000 Is Alleged. 


Washington, January 17.—Some- 
what waning interest in ‘the inves- 
tigation of the so-called Ballinger- 
Pinchot controversy was quickly re- 
vived in cOngress today Dy  sensa- 
tional charges against Secretary Bal- 
linger, of the interior department, and 
other officials, filed by Representative 
Hitchcock, democrat, of Nebraska, 
with the committee on expenditures in 
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the interior department. and inciden- 
‘ tally by the senate’s adoption of the 
investigation resolution agreed upon 
in conference. The house will adopt 
the resolution tomorrow. 

Ballinger Cared for Nephew. 

The most important allegation of 
Mr. Hitcheock is that funds of the in- 
terior “department were improperly 
used in paying private traveling ex- 
penses of Secretary Ballinger’s nephew, 
The secretary and other officials of 
the interior department will be sub- 
| poenaed before the house committee on 
expenditures, to which Mr. Hitchcock's 
charges were addressed. 

The statement asserts that when 
Mr. Ballinger became commissioner of 
the general land office, the position he 
held before entering the cabinet, he 
reduced the salary of Law Clerk 
Wright, so that Judge Wright's $2,000 
salary “could be given to Jack Ballin- 
ger. his nephew, not under the title of 
law clerk, but under the title, created 
by Mr. Ballinger'’s order, of confiden- 
tial clerk. I have been told Wright 
died of disappointment and humilia- 
tlon Soon thereafter.” 

Jack Ballinger remained a vear in 
the service, the affidavit says, his man- 
ner of living, about the time his uncle 
' resigned, In March, 1908, being alleged 
' to illustrate “‘the reckless expenditures 
' of the land office.” 

Outrage on the Treasury. 

“Tt was announced.” the _ affidavit 
goes On to’ say. “that young Jack Bal- 
linger was leaving the land office to 
resume law practice in Seattle. In 
order that he might receive a final 
rake-off, he was designated as special 
temporary inspector of offices, an evi- 
dent outrage on the treasury. This 
enabled him to draw travelmg ex- 
penses from Washington to Seattle, 
and a per diem also. Within two 
weeks after he reached Seattle, he re- 
signed, as understood in advance. and 
resumed law practice, including, of 
course, practice before the land office 
out there, and also in Washington.” 
Mr. Hitcheock declared this to be only 
one of many outrages on the treasury 
whieh can be found. 

The statement was presented by Mr. 
Hitchcock at a meeting of the commit- 
tee, called to permit him to substan- 
tiate his charges of extravagance in 
the interior department. The commit. 
tee decided to issue subpoenaes on 
Secretary Ballinger; Commissioner 
Dennett, of the general land office, 
and all others interested in ‘the 
charges, to appear as witnesses be- 
fore the committee next Wednesday 
morning.

BALLINGER-PINCHOT PROBE 

MAY DRAG FOR MANY MONTHS 

Washington, January 17._-Senator 
Nelson today reported to the senate, 
and it was unanimously adopted, the 
conference report onthe resolution pro- 
viding for the tnvestigation of the 
Ballinger-Pinchot controversy. The 
conference report would permit “any 
official or ex-official’’ concerned to 
appear personally or by counsel, and 
the time limits provided would make 
it possible to extend the investigation 
beyond this session of congress. 

Instead of’ requiring the investiga- 
tion to be concluded during the pres- 
ent session of congress, it is’ provided 
that a: report may be made to the 
present congress, which will make it 
possible for the hearing to continue 
during the summer and the report fo 
be delayed until as late as March 3 
next year. 

In addition to authority 
upon the courts to punish for con- 
tempt any witnesses who may decline 
to answer questions, or who default 
in any manner, it is provided that 
when a witness ig declared in con- 
tempt he shall be deemed guilty of 
misdemeanor. Upon conviction the 
punishment would be a fine not to ex- 
ceed $1,000 nor to be less than $100, ar 
imprisonment in a-common jail for no 
more than one year nor less than one 
month. 

The republican caucus to select the 
house members of the joint investiga- 
tion committee will probably be held 
Wednesday evening. The democrats 
have already selected Rainey, of Illi- 
nois, and James, of Kentucky. The 
senate members of the committee will 
be named by Vice President Sherman 
as president of the senate.

ON SAME ROSTRUM 


Th ey Address Convention 
of: Civic Federation. 


Representatives of Almost Ev- 
ery Branch of Human Activi- 
ty Present to Hear President 
and the Man Whom He 


Deposed. 


Washington, January 17.—President 
Taft and Gifford Pinchot today spoke 
from the same platform in addressing 
the National Civic Federation now in 
session to discuss problems of uniform 
state legislation. 

Representatives of almost every 
branch of human activity met today 
at the conference to talk over ways 
and means for bringing about uni- 
formity of laws relating to child la- 
bor, marriage and divorce, pure fdod 
and pure drugs, conservation of 
natural resources and laws relating to 
negotiable instruments, bills of lad- 
ing and other matters affecting the 
business and social life of the nation. 


Serlous atterition was dccorded the 


| president throughout his speech, 

' which Was a careful presentation of 

| the needs of uniformity upon the part 

of the states in laws looking to an 

amelioration of existing conditions. 
Taft for Uniformity, 

In discussing the movements started 
by the Civic Federation for uniformity 
in state laws, President Taft said that 
it was the outgrowth of a demand on 
the part of the good citizens to bring 
about better conditions in the social 
fabric. 

The president said that there should 
be uniformity in judicial procedure 
and he declared with emphasis that if 
anything in the system deserved at- 
tack it was the delay that could be 
secured by the wealthy under judicial! 
proceedings and he advocated some 
change in the form of federal court 
procedure which could be taken as an 
example by the states. He wanted 
court procedure simplified along the 
lines of English practice both in 
equity and criminal law. 

Mr. Taft told of the movement for 
a uniform law relating to child labor 
and cited the utterances of the gOvV- 
ernor Of Massachusetts fn behalf ofa 
federal law regulating child labor be- 
cause the power of the federal] govern- 
ment was greater than the power of 
the state. 


Taft on Conservation.

FOOTPADS ATTACK AGED 
SYRIAN WOMAN AND SON 


Two Suspects Arrested--Motive 
Other Than Robery Is 
Sug. ested. 


An aged and feeble Syrian woman 
and her ‘son, aged 24, were attacked 
and robbed by two alleged footpads at 
10 o'clock ‘last night, while walking 
together under the Butler street bridge 
of the Georgia railroad, within a 
block of the police station. 

Two arrests have been made, and 
the police are working on the theory 
of a bold attempt at murder or ab- 
duction occasioned by racial hatred. 


‘Both men under arrest are Syrians. 


Mrs. Annie Salila, aged over 60 
years, and her son, 5. Salila, both liv- 
ing at 253 East Hunter street, were 
the two victims of the bold attack, The 
son is a Decatur street merchant. 

Thomas Naggar, aged 25, of 220'% 
Decatur street, who is proprietor of a 
grocery at 158 Decatur street, and 
Nassa Korea, aged 19, are the two sus- 
pects under arrest. The latter is a 
peddler. 

The aged woman and her son were 
on the way to their home on East 
Hunter street, returning from Salila’s 
store on Decatur street. When half 
way under the Butler street bridge, 
which lies between the jail and the 
police station, the two men suddenly 
confronted them, stepping out from 
behind a post. 

Mrs. Salila was struck down by one 
of the men, and fell almost senseless, 
and the two then jumped on the son, 
choking him to the ground. Both 
mother and son screamed loudly, and 
this had the effect of frightening their 
assailants. The son afterwards missed 
$10. 

The police were notified by parties 
hearing the cries for help, and Call 
Officers Fain and West hurried to the 
scene. The aged woman was lying flat 
on the cobblestones, unable to rise, and 
her son was directed to take her to the 
police station, where she almost col- 
lapsed with hysteria. The old woman 
is reported to be In a serious condition 
at her home. 

The two assailants had fled when 
the officers arrived, but near the scene 
Naggar was arrested by the call offi- 
cers and identified by the son. Nassa, 
the younger of the two suspeets, was 
located by Detectives Wood and Mc- 
Gill and identtfied as the other man. 
Beads of sweat streamed from Nassar’s 
face when arrested. 

The finding of two sacks under the 
bridge and the fact that both the old 
woman and her son are very poor lead 
the police to entertain the theory 
other than robbery. It is believed that 
the intention of the two men was to 
have thrown the sacks over the heads 
of the couple and murder them by 
strangulation on the spot, or else 
spirit them away. It is said that a 
feeling of racial hatred exists between 
the P nity aye of long standing, the 
son declaring that he has been threat- 
ened many times. The old woman can- 
not speak a word of English.

Wanted as Probers. 


Republicans Say the Two Dem- 

. ocrats Selected Are Too Par- 
tisan---There May Be a Fight 
in the House Over Selection 
of James and Rainey.

Washington, January 17.—(Special.) 
“The law's delay in another form,” is 
what Colonel Livingston says of the 
senate’s action in extending beyond 
the present session the time in which 
the Ballinger-Pinchot investigating 
committee may report. 

“It means, if adopted, the 
quiry will be prolonged interminably,”’ 
said the Georgia representative. 
“There will be delay after delay for 
one cause or another, until the coun- 
try is sick and disgusted with the 
whole business, and ask for nothing 
relief from the incessant, monot- 
onous grind. 

“The senate’s amendment, which 
permits those personally interested to 
appear with counsel, if they desire, is 
all right. But there is no reason why 
the trial should last more than three 
or four months, or beyond the present 
sessio, of congress.” 

Colonel Livingston sees in the senate 
resolution a plan to defer the Iinves- 
tigation until after the congressional 
elections ef this fall. He is par- 
ticularly interested in this controversy, 
as his former ward, L R. Glavis, Is 
one of the chief prosecutors. 
Object to James 
Rainey. 

The democrats are in a quandary 
over the positive refusal of insurgents 
and regular republicans to accept 
Representatives Ollie James and 
Henry T. Rainey as the democratic 
members of the investigating com- 
mittee. The democratic caucus has 
acted, and James and Rainey were 
nominated. Declaring that these two 
are too bitterly partisan, and will see 
nothing in the investigation but an 
opportunity to make capital, the re- 
publicans practically refuse to accept 
them. The democrats see no way to 
undo what has been done without 
precipitating bitter partisan’ strife 
within their own ranks. 

If James and Rainey are voted down 
in the house, the democrats may re- 
fuse to take any part whatever in the 
investigation. The republicans do not 
like this prospect either, and fear it 
would cause popular criticism. Should 
they themselves select two minority 
members, such democrats would be 
discredited from. the beginning. 

Hayes Sees Democrats. 

Representative Hayes, of California, 
one of the republican insurgents, was 
in conference today with democratic 
members. He told them frankly that 
the minority faction on the republican 
side was just as hostile to James and 
Rainey as the regulars, and that if 
any way could be found to do it, 
without precipitating a long drawn- 
out controversy and further mixing up 
an already bad situation, an effort 
would be made to defeat Messrs. James 
and Rainev when the selection of the 
house members of the joint § inves- 
tigating cdrnmittee came up for con- 
sideration.

Attorney Wimbish Repre- 
sented Atlanta Men. 


Grain Men Want Reshipping 
Privilege Granted to Atlanta. 
Wimbish Opens a Law Off 
in Washington. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 17.—(Special.) 
Attorney W. A. Wimbish, of Atlanta, 
has been in Washington the past sev- 
eral days attending a hearing before 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, which involves questions of re- 
shipping, rebilling at through rates, 
and other freight questions which 
vitally affect Atlanta shippers. 

The cases which were argued last 
week have a direct bearing upon the 
issues involved in the A. P. Morgan 
train Company case. In the Morgan 
grain case complaint was made of the 
exclusive privilege being granted to 
Nashville of permitting grain ship- 
ments from the west to be stopped in 
that city, elevated, and later other 
grain‘ reshipped in different packages 
under the original bill of lading, and 
at through rates of freight. 

Attorney Wimbish set up the com- 
plaint that such privileges were un- 
just and discriminatory, and should be 
granted to Atlanta as well as to Nash- 
ville, or not be permitted to the Ten- 
nessee city. The decision of the court 
was favorable to the Atlanta complain- 
ants. 

Instead, however, of forcing Nash- 
ville to give up entirely this privilege, 
which would seriously impair the value 
—if they did not actually make worth- 
less—her big grain elevators, Attorney 
Wimbish states that his clients and 
Atlanta grain men generally would be 
satisfied if the reshipping privilege is 
also granted to Atlanta. 

Should this be done, it would mean 
the erection of a number of big grain 
elevators in the Gate City. By reason 
of her superior geographical location, 
Atlanta should do a thriving business 
with points throughout Georgia, Flor- 
ida and the Carolinas, Of course, under 
the new plan, any city in any of these 
states could have the same privilege 
if they cared for it. The superior loca- 
pion of Atlanta as a distributing point 
would, however, again stand the city in 
good stead. She could compete’ with 
Nashville, Tenn., on equal terms, and 
be the distributing point for western 
grain in the southeast.

Tomorrow at noon a special train 
bearing engineers from the Cincin- 
nati and Louisville offices, a great 
quantity of of dynamite and a force 
of skilled laborers will leave Louis. 
ville for Stephensport, Ky., 70 miles 
down the river, and the work of blast- 
ing loose the gorge a section at a 
time will be begun. The war depart- 
ment wired $5,000 to cover the expense 
of the undertaking, which promises to 
be extra hazardous for those engaged. 

The Ohio river came to a stand at 
Loutsville this afternoon, but on ac- 
count of the fact that the gorge is 
virtually watertight, only a slight fall 
is expected within the next twenty- 
four hours. Warmer weather today 
and rains and wet snow in the upper 
Ohio valley make it probable that the 
river soon will be rising again, and 
if the gorge holds until the water getr 
here conditions . will become much 
worse. 

Gorge Still Holds. 

Hawesville, Ky., January 17.—De- 
spite the fact that a steady rain feil 
here yesterday and last night, accom- 
panied by warm weather, the big 
gkorge at Brandenburg ' continues to 
hold. The ice is said to be pressed 
down against the bottom of the river 
and is piled 40 feet high in some 
places. The people living along the 
river here are on the lookout for the 
break and are ready@to move at a 
moment's notice. The big factories 
along the river at Tell City, Ind., have 
many watchmen out and the rallroads 
have men all along thefr lines to watch 
the bridges. 

Relief Is Promised. 

Evansville, Ind., January 17.—Relief 
for Leavenworth, Ind., and other Ohio 
river points which are threatened by 
a serious flood when the great ice 
gorge at Wolf Creek breaks, is prom- 
ised tonight. According to advices re- 
ceived here, government engineers will 
begin the work of destroying the gorge 
with dynamite tomorrow. The big tow. 
boat Fred Hartwig will leave here 
early in the morning for the Wolf 
Creek gorge and assist the govern- 
ment in dynamiting the gorge, if pos- 
sible.

KANSAS IS BEATEN 
BY THE CORPORATIONS 


Law Requiring Foreign Con- 
cerns to Pay Charter Fee 


for Schools Invalid. 


Washington, January 17.—The “Bush 
act’ of the state of Kansas, which 
sought to compel outside corporations 
to pay a charter fee for the benefti of 
the state schools as a condition of 
doing business in that state, is held 
invalid by the supreme court of the 
United States in a decision by a divided 
court announced today. The controfling 
opinion is by Jus*ice Harlan, with . con- 
curring opinion by Justice White; but 
three justices dissent—Chief Justice 
Fuller and Associate Justices Holmes 
and McKenna. 

The case was that of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, plaintiff in 
error, v. the State of Kansas. on the 
relation of C. C. Coleman, attorney gen- 
eral. The Western Unicon has fought 
the law on the grounds of acquired 
rights, and that the law was unconsti- 
tutional as seeking to impose a bur- 
den upon interstate commerce. 

Interpreting his opinion, Justice Har- 
lan said it was held that “the statu- 
tory requirement of a given per cent 
of the authorized capital of a tele- 
graph company which represented all 
its business interests and property in- 
side and out of the state. was in its 
practical operation 4 burden on 
interstate commerce and a tax on prop- 
erty beyond the limits of Kansas.”

According to Secretary Newell, the 
Argentine ant has assumed a prom- 
inent place among the dangerous in- 
sects of Louisiana. Orange groves 
particularly have felt the baneful ef- 
fect of these ants, which, it is stated, 
not only eat the orange blossoms, but 
colonize and protect plant lice and 
scale insects, which in turn severely 
injure the trees.

One train carrying through mail and passengers from the west misses 
important east and west connections south of Macon with chronometri@ 
regularity; indeed, with nearly an hour to spare, its catching of these con- 
nections is the exception and not the rule. 

This is one of a dozen, possibly two or three dozen, flagrant instances 
of regularly delayed trains in Georgia territory alone; how neighboring 
states are suffering, we are not informed. 

The Valdosta Times, in calling attention to the numerous delays of mail 
and passenger trains, remarks upon its own well-known friendship to the 


railroads and says: 


If the roads want to keep down extreme measures and violent 
them, they should, of their own volition, take action that will reliev 
of the necessity of taking action itself. 


The state railroad commission has not as ogi ahaa sesuiaanah of the 
matter: but if it is looking for something upon which to exercise its powers, 
it could scarcely take up any feature of railroad service in which, by com- 
pelling performance, it might act with more profit to the public and credit

to itself. 
Here is an important field of action which does not need any extension 


of powers or authority to enable the commission to serve the public. 
Schedule delinquency has again become too frequent, not upon a par- 
ticular road, but upon many, and it is apparent that the public is begin- 


ning to chafe under it. , 
The situation is well expressed in the following incident related in an 


article headed, “Some Reasons Why Railways Are Unpopular,’ 


issue of The Railroad Age-Gazette: 

Our traveler got on a through train which is scheduled to run between 
two large cities in twenty-eight hours. In about an hour it was set on a “o~ 
track. Inquiry as to the cause brought the information that a small wrec 
ahead would probably make it necessary for the train to stand where it was 
all night. It did not begin to move again for eleven hours. When it did begin 
to move it also began to lose more time, and when it reached its destination it 
was sixteen hours late. The conductor was asked whether his train was often 
late. He replied that it was usually about five hours late. The 
same question was asked of the dining car conductor. He said that 
the train was usually about seven hours late. Now, what legitimate object 
can a railway have in persistently printing schedules which experience has 
demonstrated its trains cannot make? Passengers generally will not complain 
much about slow trains if slow schedules are printed for them, but the print- 
ing of fast schedules for slow trains constantly causes trouble, The passenger 
usually makes reservations on connecting trains, for business or social en- 
gagements, with the expectation of reaching destination on schedule time. 
if the train is late, without mighty good reason, every passenger is apt to get 
off a critic and an enemy of the road. 


That tells the story in a nutshell. 

In place of “our traveler,” just substitute almost any Georgian ~vho uses 
the railroad trains as they are run today, and the picture is complete. .

The south should not only produce al] the meat it consumes, but 
it should be cured and handled here. 


Every word of the statements of The Herald is founded on truth. 

Georgia, for instance, as testified by leading domestic and non-resident 
authorities, is one of the most perfectly-equipped states in the union, for 
the development of cattle-raising, and the corollary packing-house industry. 

An eight or nine months open season, a soil that produces rotatively 
all the cattle food needed for ranch work, and growing railroad facilities, 
all combine to offer an environment unsurpassed even by the typical cattle- 
raising states. 

Large and small Georgia farmers have heretofore explained their failure 
to embark in the cattle-raising business on the ground that no convenient 
packing houses offer a market.

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WHEN STATES SIT DOWN TOGETHER. 


Around the broad hearthstone of mutual American interest, the com- 
monwealths are this week gathered in Washington. 

The “house of governors,’ totaling about thirty American chief execu - 
tives, are debating uniform legislation, at virtually the same moment that 
national] delegates to the Nationa] Civic Federation are talking over phases 
of the same subject. 

Good comes of such free intercourse. Dispassionate discussion, contact 
between men and women representing divergent sectional and political and 
economic opinion, make inevitably for progress and a clearing of the na- 
tional atmosphere.

ILLEGAL TO SELL BLEACHED FLOUR, THE LAW SHOULD EITHER 
BE ENFORCED AGAINST ALL MILLERS OR FORTHWITH REPEALED. 

Apparently, it is not now being enforced against all millers. ‘ 

The complaint of our original correspondent was that millers scrup- 
ulously observing the law and abstaining from ,bleaching their flour were at 
a hopeless disadvantage with millers who DID NOT OBSERVE THE LAW. 

Such inconsistency is an injustice to the law-abiding miller, as well as 
to the consumer. 

It would be a delectable state of chaotic anarchy if people in this coun- 
try or any other were permitted to obey only those laws which particularly 
appealed to their approval or interest. 

‘Whatever may be said for or against fhe Jaw, the fact remains that 
It is LAW, and so long as it stands it should be uniformly enforced. 

To enforce it against some, and not against others, not only brings the 
important pure food laws, but all law, into contempt and disrepute. 
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THE PISTOL-CARRYING NUISANCE,

Editor Constitution: Knowing as we

90 per cent of-the 
flour sold in the American market was 
treated with our process, and in this 
connection we believe that if you will 
give us the name (in confidence) of the 
prominent representative of the mill- 
ing trade from.-whem you quoted on 
page 6 in your issue of January 12, 
we can show you that he used our 
process for a period of four years’ 
time. 

The proofs that we wish to give are 
in the nature of accurate tests made by 
@ large number of eminent chemists 
and flour experts, as well as *@arious 
court decisions in England, decision of 
the supreme court of France, and of the 
State court in North Dakota, and these 
are the only courts which have passed 
upon this question up to thistime. We 
also will offer the testimony of prom- 
inent millers of unquestionable honesty 
and integrity. 

AS against the testimony which we 
have to offer you will, of course, have 
the statement of Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
who has been attacking our process for 
the last three years, mostly in speechés 
‘and letters to the press: but in the 
most of these he has stated that he has 
jnever made any investigation, but he 
has always intended to do so. There is, 
one other chemist who 
imight be considered a reputable one, 
who condemns the process, namely, 
Professor Ladd, of North Dakota. Pro- 
‘fessor Ladd’s statements, however, 
thave been disproved before a state 
court in his own town and state, and 
the finding of facts of this court we 
will be glad to furnish you. 

In your editorial, you state:

It is a physical impossibil- 
ity to deceive the flour buyer or other 
consumer, by milling “worthless, old 
er musty wheat,” ete. If the flour is 
musty, contains dirt or other impuri- 
ties before it is treated with the elec- 
trical process, the impurities will be 
more in evidence after treatment than 
before. The bleaching process’ is a 
wonderful advantage to the mrfier. 
saves him the expense of storing his 
flour, and if your informant has~been 
s0 harassed by Dr. Wiley’s press bureau 
that he has been compelled to discon- 
tinue the process, it is naturally to his 
interest to force every other miller to 
do the same. 

This company and an organization of 
prominent millers from every part of the 
country have been trying to force the 
gsovernment to a trial of this question 
in the federal court for fourteen 
months, and we have not yet succeed- 
ed in getting a hearing. In the mean- 
time, it has been the policy of the gov- 
ernment to harass the millers with 
press dispatches bearing upon the 
bleaching question, so that they will 
discontinue the process, and in this way 
avoid the necessity of trying a case in 
court.

otal Pension Payments This 
Year Aggregate $939,450.50. 
Complete Returns Were Re- 
ceived From All Counties Be- 
fore the Governor Left. 


Governor Brown drew his warrant 
on the state treasury yesterday just 
before he left for New York, for $939,- 
900.50 in payment of Georgia’s entire 
pension roll, as a result of which the 
confederate veterans of Georgia will 
get their money two weeks earilies 
than they did in 1909. 

In 1909 the total pension payments 
aggregated $939,579, and the warrant 
was drawn on January 29. 

While the amount on the face of the 
warrant is slightly larger this year 
than last, it will, as a matter of fact, 
be somewhat smaller. In submitting 
the list to the governor a mistake of 
$450 in Cobb county’s aggregate 
amount was made, and when this is 
deducted, the total of this year’s war- 
rant will be $939,450.50. 

Send Out Checks Today. > 

State Treasurer J. Pope Brown will 
complete this morning the work of 
drawing the checks in favor of the 
ordinary, of each county for the 
amount of pension money due in each, 
and these will go directly into the 
mails. 

Ordinaries all over the state should 
receive these pension checks by tomor- 
row, and it will then be up to them 


to arrange payment to the veterans. 

The ordinaries of the state have done 
good work this year in getting in their 
pension rolls earlier than usual. Pen- 
sion Commissioner Lindsey says he 
has no complant whatever to make 
as to the work of the ordinaries, as 
they have done it more quickly and 
better than heretofore. He is especial- 
ly complimentary to them upon their 
prompt work, which has enabled him 
to get the rolis ready so much earlier 
than last year. 

The total pension payments in Ful- 
ton county aggregate $65,385, a check 
for which will be sent to Ordinary 
Wilkinson by today’s mail.

dinance, to any special improvement 
or work shall be withdrawn there- 
from until such work or improvement 
shall have been completed and, if the 
amount apportioned to any work or 
improvement under said ordinance, 
shall be insufficient to complete same, 
then such work or improvement shall 
stop unless further funds are added 
thereto by the mayor and general 
council from the treasury of the city 
or a surplus remains from other work 
or improvements which can be so 
used. 
“Sec. 5. That said bonds shall be 
sold only as needed to furnish funds 
for any of the various improvements 
or work specified in said ordinance, 
the purpose being not to throw all of 
the bonds on the market at the 
same time, but to sell same as funds 
are demanded to meet the cost of im- 
provements or work specified in said 
ordinance.

City Has Already Invest- 
ed $2,500 in Alabama St. 


irst and Fifth Wards Anxious 
to Have It Opened---Crossing 
of the Railroad Tracks the 
Serious Problem--Would Take 
Tremendous Bridge. 


Atlanta is already in possession of 
a considerable portion of the right-of- 
way which woald be necessary for the 
extension of Alabama street from the 
present fire headquarters across the 
railroad tracks to Rhodes and Elliott 
streets. 

This interesting fact has been de- 
veloped in connection with the renewed 
agitation on the part of the First and 
Fifth wards for the opening of this 
street, in order to mitigate the isola- 
tion of a large section of the city, 
which now must go along and round- 
about way to reach the business cen- 
ter. 

The right-of-way which the city has 
acquired lies through the property of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, be- 
longing to the state, and consists of 
a strip 500 feet long on one side, and 
200 feet on the other, with a width 
of 60 feet. 

In 1893 the city paid the state $2,- 
500 for the rights to this tract for 
uSe in the extension of Alabama street 
This payment was made under an act 
of the legisltature passed in 1891. 
Must First Cross Tracks. 
in order reach this tract to 
the eclity has acquired the right, 
first cross the tracks of the 
Central of Georgia, upon part Oi 
“ulose property, facing thé present 
terminus of Alabama street, there 
stands a freight depot and office 
building. 

The city would have to acqutre the 
right to cross these tracks by con- 
demnation, and a large bridge would 
have to be built spanning the tracks. 

In this way the city can get as far 
as the old Monroe tract, the property 
of the Central, and here again it 
would have to acquire the right-of- 
way. 

Bevond the Monroe tract the 
owns a small piece of ground in the 
line of Alabama street extended, and 
then there is a small tract to De ac- 
quired before reaching LTlulsey street. 
The city once bought and paid for 
this piece of property, but lost it Dbe- 
cause of defective title. 

Next comes the city’s 
property through which, of it 
could pass, and then comes the South- 
ern railway. 

Bridge Over All Tracks. 

City Engineer Clayton Is of the opin- 
ion, sincé the bullding of the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic, that in open- 
ing Alabama street, in order to avoid 
grade crossings and to construct an 
easily accessibie grade, it will be nec- 
essary to construct a bridge or via- 
duct across al! the railroad tracks, in- 
cluding the Central of Georgia, tne 
Monroe track. the Southern and the 
Atlanta, Birmingtam and Atlantic, 
which would -bring the terminus of 
Alabama street out at the corner of 
Foundry and Davis streets. 

It will be apparent that 
scme difficultics be overcome, 
the project is one of important and 
trdoubte4d value, and the First and 
Fifth wards will, ro doubt, have strong 
support in their efforts.

Separates Stockade From De- 
partment of Commissioner of 
Public Works --- Superintend- 
ent and Physician Are to Be 
Named. 


By a unanimous vote council yester- 
day afternoon adopted the ordinance 
introduced by the ordinance committee 
and providing that the city stockade 
shall be separated from the depart- 
ment of commissioner of public works 
and placed in charge of a superintend- 
ent of the city prison. 

The ordinance provides that the su- 
perintendent shall be elected by the 
general council at the “meeting fol- 
lowing the adoption of the ordinance,” 
that he shall be recommended for the 
by the prison committee of 
council, and that he shall reecive a 
salary of $1,800 per year. 

It also provides that a city stockade 
physician shall be elected in the same 
manner, and that his salary shall be 
$1,200 a year. 

All rules and regulations for the 
government of the city stockade, b) 
the terms of the ordinance, are placed 
in charge of the prison committee of 
council. 

The ordinance is as follows:

“Sec, 2. That the city prison, the 
city stockade and grounds connected 
with the same, city convicts and all 
employees connected ‘with the city 
prison, city stockade and city convicts 
and the buildings and grounds con- 
nected therewith, except the stables 
at the city stockade, and horses and 
mules, feed and employees in charge 
of the stables, horses, mules and feed, 
be and the same are hereby placed 
under the control, supervision and 
management of the committee on prtis- 
ons. This control and supervision shall 
include not only’ such officers as now 
exist and such emplovees as are now 
employed by the eity, but such addi- 
tional officers and employees as may 
hereafter be furnished by the city to 
control such prison, convicts, grounds, 
etc., including the proposed office o 
superintendent of city prison and the 
city prison physician. 

“Sec. 3. Said committee shall 
ulate rules for the control and 
agement of the city prisoners, 
hours and method of work of the 
1 ployees and the regulation of the 
‘on and other buildings and of 
grounds under their charge. 

“First, they shall prescribe the char- 
acter and quantity of food to be 
nished prisoners, and, 
“Second, the character and 
clothing to be furnished 
o be used whereby such

“Third, the quality of bedding to be 
furnished city prisoners and how same 
shall be Kept clean and sanitary, 
well as how same shall be used 
the prisoners. 

“Fourth, they shall supervise and 
control the general sanitary conditions 
of the stockade, such as the location 
and use of water closets, the cleaning 
of floors and the whitewashing of 
walls and the furnishing of lime for 
such portions of the city prison, other 
buildings and grounds as may be nec 
essary to secure health. 

“Fifth, they shall prescribe 
and method of shackling prisoners, and 
what prisoners shall be shackled, and 
how the shackles shall be worn, pro- 
ividing for the sterilization of shackles 
{when removed from one prisoner be- 
‘fore being placed upon another; like 
‘rules, with reference to the separation 
iof healthy and unhealthy prisoners at 
inight, or when the beds are changed, 
for in the custody of clothing, ete. 
| “Sixth, they shall prepare and pro- 
i\mulgate full and complete rules and 
‘regulations concerning the discipline of 
jprisoners fn and about the city prison, 
and requiring the guards in control of 
such prisoners to keep order, especial- 
lv in the large and main room provided 
for colored prisoners, while such pris- 
oners are in the said city prison, aid 
to prevent gambling, fighting and 
cursing among the prisoners, and other 
disturbances. Such rules shall under- 
take to govern, as far as possible, the 
methods of punishment, time of inflic- 
tion of same, the extent of the punish- 
ment and the parties or guards by 
which such punishment shall be in- 
flicted, and the records to be kept of 
same. 

“Seventh, such other and further rules 
and regulations shall be added as may, 
from time to time, be deemed advis- 
able by the committee, and as experi- 
ence may suggest or change of condi- 
tions require. 


Superintendent of Prisons. 


“Sec. 4. The office of superintendent 
of city prisons is hereby created, to be 
elected by the mayor and general 
council at the first meeting following 
the approval of this ordinance, except 
that the committee on prisons, of the 
general council, shall have the exclu- 
sive right of nomination, and in case 
one nominee is rejected, then = said 
committee shall report another, and 
s0 on, until one is finally elected by 
the general council. This officer shall 
be elected for a term:of one year, to 
begin at the date of his élection, and 
is to be paid a salary of $1,800 per an- 
num, payable in monthly installments, 
and the committee is hereby required 
to nominate some man competent, effi- 
client, of sound discretion and of hu- 
mane feeling. Said superintendent 
shall be held absolutely fesponsible for 
all conditions at the city prison, in 
the other buildings connected there- 
with, and upon the grounds afound 
same, so far as herein placed under the 
jurisdiction of the committee on pris- 
ons, subject to the rules and regula- 
tions provided by the said committee. 
He shall have entire control of all 
guards and other employees in the city 
prison, and the buildings connected 
therewith, and of the grounds as above 
described, subject to the rules and 
regulations of the committee afore- 
said. He shall be responsible for the 
disgipline existing within the city 
prison, in other buildings and grounds 
connected therewith, as herein de- 
scribed, and also for the sanitary con- 
ditions at said place. 

“No prisoner shall be whipped ex- 
cept upon his order and under his per- 
sonal supervision, and he alone shall 
decide the extent and nature of the 
punishment. Both the superintendent 
and foreman, if any, under whom the 
convict works, if the cause for the 
whipping occurred while outside the 
city prison, shall be present at the 
time the en gtr ew is inflicted. Re- 
ports weekly in detail shall be made 
to the committee on prisons of all the 
conditions existing at the stockade, 
with reference to the city prisoners, 
connecti buildings and grounds, 
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showing briefiy the history of same

Prison Physician. 


“Sec. 6. The office of city prison 
physician ig hereby created at a sal- 
ary of $1,200 per annum, payable 
monthly. The term of office shall be 
for one year from date of election, 
and he shall be elected by vote of the 
mayor and general council, as other 
officers are now elected by that body. 
at the first meeting rollowing the ap- 
proval of this ordinance. He ghall 
sive his entire time to the city pris- 
on, police station or barracks and all 
prisoners while in charge of any of 
the officers of the city, especially the 
prisoners at the city prison—while at 
work upon the streets, going to and 
from their work, or wherever they 

be. The purpose being that he 

give his immediate and full ate 
tention to the physical condition of 
these city prisoners so that they may 
not be used, worked or treated in any 
manner except such as may be hu- 
mane and consistent with their physi- 
cal conditicn. He shall examine all 
prisoners when taken to the city pris- 
On or stockade and as frequently 
thereafter as may be necessary, to as- 
certain if they are suffering from 
anv infectious or contagious disease, 
and it shall be his duty at this prison 
to see that no healthy prisoner sf\all 
be furnished or occupy a bed previ- 
ously occupied or furnished to a dis- 
eased prisoner, nor shall such healthy 
prisoner be furnished with or use eat- 
ing or drinking vessels previously 
used by diseased prisoners. The phy- 
sician shall make such inspections as 
to secure the frequent washing of 
blankets, bedding, clothing of pris- 
oners and the cleaning of building 
and closets, and of che compartments 
and furnishings thereof and see that 
same are kept ina healthfuland sani- 
tary condition. The city prison 
physician shall report to and confer 
with the superintendent of city pris- 
ons, but in case of any disagreement 
between them, all such disagreements 
shall be immediately referred to the 
committee on city prisons, whose de- 
cision shall be final. In case of dis- 
agreement between said physician and 
the police authorities concerning pris- 
oners at police station the police 
board shall finally decide.

Sudden Death Strikes Brazilian 
Ambassador at Wash- 
ington. 


Washington, January 17.—Senor 
Joaquim Nabuco, Brazilian ambassa- 
dor to Washington, died suddenly this 
morning at the embassy in this city... 
He was 60 years old. The immediate 
cause of death is said to have been 
the rupture of an artery in the brain. 
For several months past the ambassa- 
dor had been in failing health, and 
about ten days ago his ailment was 
diagnosed as arteric-sclerosis. A 
priest was administering the last rites 
of the Catholic church when the am- 
bassador passed away. 

Secretary Knox sent his formal re- 
grets and President Taft called in 
person at the embassy to convey his 
condolences. 

Mr. Nabuco left a wife, two daugh- 
ters and three sons. It is expected 
that a funeral service will be held at 
St. Matthew's Cathedral church in this 
city, when high mass will be cele- 
brated in the presence of President 
Taft, the cabinet and the entire diplo- 
matic body. If the precedents are fol- 
lowed, as they probably will be, the 
body will be conveyed to Brazil in an 
American warship as a mark of respect 
and an evidence of the esteem in 
which he was held by this government. 

Ambassador Nabuco was born in 
Recife, Brazil, in 1849. He was a son 
of the late Senator Nabuco, chief of 
the liberal party in Brazil during a 
period of Dom Pedro II's reign. He 
came to Washington as ambassador 
from Brazil May 24, 19065.

For half 
an hour Mrs. Black charmed her au- 
dience with facts, figures, statistics 
and apt illustrations, pointing out the 
work being: done in this war by wom- 
She was roundly applauded, 

Mrs. J. K. Ottley was called upon 
and made a brief talk showing how 
the public schools were working to 
the betterment of the physical condi- 
tion of the children by out-of-door 
classes, study rooms and calisthen- 
ics. 

Dr. C. M. Curtis, of College Park, a 
‘prominent member of the State Medical 
_Association, made a strong speech 
showing the cooperation being given 
‘by this association with the work in 
jhand. His talk was a splendid one. 
Dr. W. W. Mangum, of Rome, read an 
able paper on “Preventive Measures 
to be Instituted in Public Schools as 
Safeguards Against Tuberculosis,” 
which was heard with Interest. 

Dr. George Brown, a world-wide au- 
thority on the treatment and preven- 
ticn of tuberculosis, closed the after- 
noon program with a brief talk on 
“The Dairy as a Factor in Producing 
Tuberculosis,” and pointed out how by 
pasteurization—heating milk to 140 
Farenheit for twenty minutes—all 
,germs in milk could be destroyed. He 
paid a high tribute to Nathan Straus, 
a Georgian, for his wonderful cam- 
paign of pasteurization, which, he says, 
‘has decreased the death rate among 
‘babies in New York city 65 percent. He 
said Mr. Straus deserved a niche in 
| the Hall of Fame for this noble work. 
Night Session. 

The night session of the anti-tuber- 
iculosis convention began at 8:30 
o'clock at the Central Congregational 
church. Quite a number were present. 

The speaker of the evening was Dr. 
George Dock, of New Orleans. His 
speech showed a thorough Knowledge 
of the workings of the dread white 
plague and was both interesting and 
instructive. 

Dr. Dock stated that the movement 
against tuberculosis should have the 
cooperation of all classes, for in re- 
pressing that disease many others, the 
indirect results of it, would also be 
repressed. 

“Tuberculosis is not necessarily in- 
herited,” said Dr. Dock. “In fact, the 
majority of the cases are contracted.” 

He continued to state that. there 
were many different ways of getting 
the deadly bacilli into one’s system; 
through street dust, flies and contact 
with filth of all descriptions. He stated 
that one tiny drop of blood was filled 
with 5,000,000 corpuscles, any one of 
which was liable to infection. 

When once infected, little knots were 
formed from the bacilli and and the 
deadly decaying set in at once. 

The speaker emphasized the fact 
that prevention was the one solution. 

Then followed a detailed description 
of how such a movement could be sys- 
tematically organized and carried out 
along thoroughly scientific lines; how, 
by use of simple judgment, dark and 
foul corners could be flooded with sun- 
shine, and how, by a little care, the 
disease’s one great ally—filth—could 
be, in large measure, done away with,

ANOTHER BAD BREAK 
IN COTTON MARKET 


But in Last Hour | There 
Recovery of About $1 
a Bale. 


New York, January 17.—Although 
the cotton market was less active than 
last week, there was continued excite- 
ment and prices had a violent break 
during the afte*noon. A recovery of 
about $1 a bale occurred in the .last 
few minutes, but while the closing 
tone was steady last prices were 32@ 
46 points net lower on the old, and 
from 14@30 points lower on new crop 
positions. 

The market opened barely steady at 
an advance of oints on September, 
but generally unchanged to 12 points 
lower, and the active months sold to 
8 to 13 points lower during the first 
few minutcs, under commission house 
liquidation and bear pressure. Liver- 
pcol cables, however, made a_ steady, 
showing, there was some demand fro 
spot people over Sunday news from 
the south which claimed a generally 
firm interior spot situation, and Liver; 
pool houses were good buyers her 
to cover straddles. Prices consequently 
sold up to about or a shade over the 
closing prices of Saturday during the 
middle of the morning, but after the 
close of Liverpool and the withdrawal 
of arbitrage business, thg market again 
became very unsettled. Possibly ap- 
rrehensions that southern banks might 
call loans on spot cotton in the in- 
terior, and thus cause weakness, had 
a sentimental influence, although noth- 
ing of this sort was reflected in the 
news, and it may be that an unsettled 
stock market caused some Wall street 
selling. At any rate, a renewal of 
bear pressure drove the market into 
stop loss orders and for a time prices 
tumbled almost as rapidly as they had 
dcne last week. efore the decline 
was checked March sold at $13.89; May 
at $14.01 and July at $14.03, or 54 to 
64 points below the closing figures of 
Saturday. At this level, the market re- 
ceived support from the strong inter- 
ests whose purchases below the 14- 
cent level helped to check the panic 
of Friday and there was a rally of 
20 points or more during the last ten 
minutes. Southern spot markets ol- 
ficially reported early were nominally 
unchanged to half higher.

'DEMAND FQR STOCKS 
BRISK EARLY IN DAY 


Speculation Was Stimulated, 
the Orders Came F caan Very. 
Influential Sources. 


New York, January 17.—Speculative 
sentiment blew hot and cold on the 
stock market today, and the sudden 
transpositions offered some  vyiolent 
contrasts. Demand for stocks at one 
time early in the day was so impres- 
sive and seemed to be coming from 
such influential sources that the tone 
of the speculation became very hope- 
ful. One or two items itn the news 
were construed in the same spirii. 
That stocks should stream tee ties 
market in urgent liquidation, and in 
overwhelming volume, in the presence 
of this hopeful feeling, argued a 
weight of offerings Overhanging the 
market that dampened the cheerful- 
ness and set conjecture to work again 
to fathom the motives and the sources 
of the selling. The retrospect of the 
market would have to go back many 
months to find prices at which stocks 
could have been acquired to offer any 
profit on the sales made at today’s 
prices. This fact accentuated the 
conviction of the thoroughness of the 
liquidating movement in progress and 
pointed to unloading on the part of 
buyers of large caliber, who had come 
into the market at a very early stage 
of last year’s advance. The belief was 
thus created in a closing up of a 
market campaign of long duration and 
widespread extent. There was noth- 
ing in the immediate situation to ex- 
plain the pressure on the market. 
The money position worked easier and 
the weekly bank statement of Satur- 
day gave warrant for confidence in 
the security of the money mark\t 
from any further stringency. There 
was an engagement of gold for South 
America, but the foreign exchange 
market was easier in spite of the de- 
cline in money rates. This movement 
might reflect a renewal of foreign 
buying of cotton invited by the se- 
vere decline which has occurred in 
that commodity. 

A survey of the foreign trade state- 
ment for December. however, goes 
further to explain the miscalculation 
of the year-end money markets, which 
has helped to embarrass the specu- 
lative position. The $138,742,000 value 
of imports stood near to the previous 
month's record figures, while the $17,- 
000,000 decline in value of exports left 
the excess value of exports at only 
$32,979,905 for the month, compared 
with the $76.950.000 in the December 
of the preceding year. The scarcity 
of foreign exchange, which kept up 
rates all through December in thht 
department of the international money 
market, is thus left without any mys- 
tery. Our own bank statement, in the 
heavy loan contraction of the trust 
companies an the substantial iIn- 
crease in clearing house bank loans, 
shows another phase of the adjust- 
ment of the shifting of loans resorted 
to in November to obviate a deficit in 
the reserves. The enormous reflux of 
funds from interior money markets 
supplies the resources for this adjust- 
ment, but gives rather faint encour- 
agement for assumptions of great 
trade activity. 

The acute weakness of the trans- 
continental railroads stocks today In- 
dicated misgivings on the score of de- 
creased traffic, as well as possible 
redistribution of traffic growing out 
of the opening of new Pacific coasi 
extensions. This was a factor in the 
weakness of the Hill stocks and St. 
Paul. The further postponement of 
the suit to dissolve the Union Pa- 
cific merger was made the occasior 
of some early strength in that stock, 
but it was among the weakest in the 
later selling. 

Several of the day's supreme court 
decisions, which upheld the conten- 
tions of corporations, were made 
something of in the effort to rally 
prices. The satisfaction of the de- 
mand to cover shorts on the part of 
the bears exhausted the buying at 
the recovered price level and the sub- 
sequent collapse placed prices lower 
than the low prices of Saturday morn- 
ing. The rallying power was feeble 
and the closing tone weak.

More Than the Market 
Could Absorb. 


Chicago, January 17.—Grain and pro- 
visions ruled lower here today. Wheat 
was the weakest of the grains, under 
the influence of a lessened cash de- 
mand and larger receipts. In the pro- 
visions pit the decline in pork was the 
most striking.

Trading during the past week has 
been extremely active, with liquidation 
of long cotton the most prominent fea- 
ture. This has been very drastic, and 
has constantly been accompanied by 
extensive selling for short account, un- 
der which prices bave melted away 
rapidly and the market has at times 
been badly demoralized. 

Under existing circumstances posi- 
tive opinions regarding the course of 
prices in the immediate future are out 
of the question. The most that can be 
said is that the firmness of the spot 
month and the failure of spot mar- 
kets generally to even apfroximate 
the decline in futures, is ample evi- 
dence that the break this week has 
been purely speculative in its charac- 
ter, and in no way connected with the 
question of sipply and demand. 

The theory commonly held regarding 
the decline is that it represents a long 
and carefully considered plan on the 
part of important trade interests to 
force the hand of a few operators who 
are known tq have made large profits 
in the advance and are believed to be 
still heavily long.
